A new law requires a record of death in certain cases to be 
made in two places. ‘This has increased to some extent the ap- 
parent mortality of Natick but, notwithstanding that fact, 
coupled with the extraordinary and changeable weather endured 
throughout the year, the death rate has been very largely re- 
duced. On the basis of our estimated population the ratio is less 
than 13 in 1000. The report of the Board of Health will call 
your attention more forcibly to matters of sanitary regulation but 
we need to be thoroughly alive to the probable dangers menacing 
our people from the new sewage field of the Town of Framingham 
and the Sherborn Reformatory. This system is purely experi- 
mental and the act authorizing it is believed to be unconstitu- 
tional but, whether that be so or not, our town is liable to be 
more injuriously affected as time goes on by noxious vapors aris- 
ing from the ever increasing mass of filth. It will be well for 
the citizens of Natick to take some action at the coming meeting 
with a view to protecting our rights in this important matter.

Selectmen’s Remarks: 


1. One question that presents itself at this time is the ques- 
tion of drainage and the disposal of the sewerage uf the town. 
This question must be met as the present system of Bean Pots 
is becoming a menace to the health of the people, and the Board 
would recommend that the Town appoint a committee whose busi- 
ness it shall be to watch the Framingham system and all other 
methods available and report a plan at the annual meeting in 
March, 1891. 


* * * * * * * 


2. The Selectmen would again urge upon the voters{the neces- 
sity of more room foi the use of the horses of the Fire Depart- 
ment as the present stable is not large enough to accommodate or 
preserve the health of the horses now owned by the town, and we 
would recommend that that portion of the building now used for 
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the lockup be used for this purpose and the town build a new 
lockup on the east side of Central Station. 
* * * * * * * 


3. Improvement of Town property. We desire to call the 
attention of the citizens to the condition of the property owned 
by the Town on the south side of East Central street. In rainy 
and muddy weather the sidewalk on that part of the street is in. 
an almost impassible condition and we would recommend that the 
Town concrete the sidewalk. Also the sidewalk in front of Morse: 
Institute. 


* * * * * * * 


4. It will be seen that the Soldiers’ Aid appropriation has 
been largely overdrawn for the following reasons: In May, 1889, 
the Legislature passed a law making it mandatory on cities and 
towns to raise money for the aid of the families of soldiers and 
sailors (see Chapter 298, Acts cf 1889). The Overseers of the 
Poor taking advantage of this have placed some three or four 
families on this list. These families draw from $200 to $400 
each for aid. ‘This overdraw in no wise reflects on the Disbursing 
Officer, Mr. Milton E. Smith, who has at all times been found to. 
be a very efficient officer. The Legislature also passed an act for 
the burial of poor soldiers and sailors, fixing the amount at 
$35.00. Under this Act there has been three soldiers buried. 
The State refunded one-half of the amount.

5. At the annual meeting March 18, 1889, it was voted that 
the claim of W. A. Swain be referred to the Selectmen with power 
to act. Upon investigation it was found that Mr. Swain had a 
just claim against the Town,and the Board ordered the drain re- 
paired at a cost of $40.78. There being no appropriation it was. 
taken from the general fund. 

* * % * * * * 


6. Ata special Town Meeting on the evening of September 
23, 1889, the Town voted to purchase a stone crusher but failed 
to grant money for that purpose. The Selectmen would recom- 
mend that the necessary amount be appropriated and the Select- 
men instructed to carry out the vote of the Town. 
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7. The past year has been very wet and in consequence it has 
been a difficult matter to keep the roads in passable condition, 
heavy rains in summer washing the roads badly and no frost or 
snow to protect them during the winter months. The Town has 
been fortunate in securing the services of Mr. Lyman A. Spooner 
to care for the roads, and the most has been made of the different 
appropriations placed in his hands. It has been the policy of the 
Board to have as much of the work on roads and town improve- 
ments done by the town teams as possible thus keeping them 
employed the greater part of the time. 

* * * * * * * 


8. The appropriation for High street was not used, as the 
Fiske sisters would not accept of the award. Also the appropria- 
tion for Sunkway bridge, the water being so high that the founda- 
tions could not be reached. 


* * * * * * * 


9. Believing that the Town does not get as much light for the 
money expended as it should, we would recommend that the Town | 
contract for a term of years with the Electric and Gas companies 
also have the lights permanently located and thus remove one 
source of annoyance from your Board of Selectmen. 


* * * * * * * 


10. An earnest effort has been made during the past year to 
enforce the law against the illegal sale of intoxicating liquors. 
‘The results will be seen by the reports of the Chief of Police. 


* * * * * * * 


11. At the Speial Meeting held Sept. 23, 1889, it was voted 
that the Treasurer be instructed to borrow the sum of $1,000 for 
the Common, and $1,000 for Highways. There has also been 
paid by the Overseers of the Poor the sum of $1,067.39 to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, for the care of Julia Carr, 
formerly supposed to be a State charge. It has been found unnec- 
essary to borrow, but the Treasurer has overdrawn to the amount 
of $285.72, a small sum when compared to the appropriations. 
Had this money been appropriated at the March meeting, we 
should now have had a surplus in the treasury. 
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12. The Selectmen feel that they can congratulate the citizens 
of the town on the continued prosperity and for the absence of 
labor troubles during the past year as it shows that there is per- 
fect harmony between employers and employees, and that they 
realize that prosperity of one, means prosperity to the other and 
the best results to the town.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF POLICE. 


To the Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN—I herewith present my report of the Police De- 
partment for the year ending March 1, 1890. The force as now 
constituted consist of four men: Three at Centre Village and one 
at South Natick. The officers are as follows: At South Natick 
Edward B. Dowd has been on duty the entire year, from about 4 
o'clock p. m. until about 3 o’clock a.m. John H. Ford and 
Nahum H. McCorrison go on duty at 6 p. m. and remain until day- 
light, at Centre Village, while I go on duty at 7 a. m. and leave 
about 6 p.m.; Fred A. Smith has been on duty two-thirds time 
at Felchville, until the first of January. When the Selectmen 
found that the appropriation was running low, they dropped the 
officer at Felchville ; also, the Sunday police, Daniel Sheehan at 
South Natick, and William H. Fair at Centre. As to the efti- 
ciency of the police force, I leave that with the voters and citizens 
to be the judges. I feel that my thanks as well as the law-abiding 
citizens of Natick, are due to Constables Henry H. Howard and 
Edward B. Bigelow for their assistance during the past year, in 
enforcing the laws. ‘There has been recovered and returned to 
the owners, stolen property to the amount of six hundred dollars 
($600). I have collected and paid to your Treasurer for licenses. 
of all kinds, one hundred and two dollars ($102). Henry H. 
Howard, leckup keeper, has collected and paid your Treasurer 
$63. The night officers have found twenty-five store doors left 
unfastened or open, and made them secure, or notified the owners. 
I have endeavored to impartially enforce all the laws.

It will be observed that the appropriation is overdrawn this. 
year. This is owing in a great measure to the presentation by 
the Commonwealth of a bill of $994 for the support of Julia 
Carr, an inmate of the Insane Department at Tewksbury for 
several years, she having gained a settlement in this town be- 
tween the years 1859 and 1868. In addition to this, our ex- 
penses for the insane seem to be unavoidably on the increase. 
This year the net cost to town being more than double what it 
was last year. This year the cost being $3,527, and last year 
only $1,635. 

The overseers made their annual visit to the farm Feb. 20, and. 
found everything in a very satisfactory condition, owing to the 
careful supervision of Mr. and Mrs. Hayes. The farm has been 
more extensively cultivated than usual during the year, and with 
satisfactory results, producing a larger crop, especially of hay, 
than has been produced for many years. The cattle are in 
splendid condition, as is everything pertaining to the farm. 


The new Gorton Steam Heating apparatus introduced during 
the year is a long needed improvement and is destined to effect a 
marked change in economical results to the town. The heater 
was put in by Fiske & Co., they being the lowest bidders at a 
cost to the town of $587 this being a special appropriation. We 
also think that the introduction of iron bedsteads to replace the 
wooden ones, would be a great saving to the town, but we do not 
like to ask for an appropriation the present year. 
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We should not consider this report complete without saying a 
word of praise in regard to the promptness of the town physician,, 
Dr. Wm. Richards, in responding to all demands made upon 
him by the members of the Board.

REPORT OF THE TOWN PHYSICIAN. 


To the Overseers of the Poor: 


I have that honor, in compliance with your request, to submit 
the first report ever made by the Town Physician. 

I have made during the year 301 house calls; I have received 
76 cases at my office. Of the above number 63 calls were made 
at the Town Farm. 

Three deaths have occurred in the Town House, viz.: Han- 
nah Foskett, from pneumonia; Owen Malone, aged 72, from 
consumption, and Calvin Pratt from old age, he having passed 
ninety years. Several cases have been admitted to the House 
that required close and careful attention and great credit is due to 
the warden and matron for their faithful, efficient and tender 
services to these unfortunates and I would personally thank them 
for the care they have exercised in executing and carrying out 
any and every suggestion I mght make. 

A ward or room not directly connected with the house and 
which could be heated by the present heating apparatus, is, in my 
judgment, greatly needed. We have had during the year two 
eases that should have been thus isolated, and such will be the 
experience of every coming year. 

The system adopted one year ago of keeping and dispensing 
the more common remedies, while it has added considerably to the 
labor and trouble of my position, has, I am satisfied, diminished 
not a little the expenses of your department.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 


In presenting their annual report for the year ending 
March 1, 1890 the Board of Health of the town of Natick 
are proud of the record they can present and cungratulate 
our citizens upon the almost perfect freedom from any of 
the dangerous, contagious or infectious diseases which 
have visited some portions of the Commonwealth. It is true 
an unusually mild type of scarlet fever has appeared during 
the past few weeks in 18 families affecting 27 persons, so 
mild in many cases as to render its existence doubtful, yet 
the Board has thought proper to exercise the same precau- 
tion as in the well defined cases and hence the emblem of 
danger (the red cards) has been placed upon every house 
thus affected. : 

Two cases of Diphtheria have been reported during the 
year.

Every objectionable place found, was speedily and satisfac- 
torily put in order, and but one legal notice was required to 
be served by an officer. It is a source of great satisfaction 
to the Board, to find that while their orders may seem of an 
arbitrary character, exercised over a free people,all good citi- 
zens appreciate and value every motive that promises im- 
munity from disease. 

Our present system of drainage which has excited serious 
apprehension in the minds of some and hence given rise to 
various theories and as many methods for its solution,seems 
to answer all present demands, while the system adopted for 
its disposal is not open to a single objection. However per- 
fect or imperfect our method may be, the health of our town 
and the happiness and prosperity of our people challenges 
comparison with any in the Commonwealth. 


That there is danger confronting us, dangers over which 
the Board has thus far had no control, but against which we 
earnestly protested there would seem to be no doubt when 
measured by any guage of humanreason. If running streams 
can be polluted by the minute waste products of human life, 
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and after floating for miles upon their waters are found 
germs of contagion malignancy and death, with what must 
that atmosphere be impregnated where the accummulated 
filth of over nine thousand human beings is deposited. All 
this is being discharged upon a very limited area, while this 
doomed field or modern scientific Golgotha is elevated 
but a little above one of the tributaries of the Sudbury river. 
Thence it is discharged into the equally slow running Con- 
cord where the aggregated excreta and all other pre- 
cipitations gathered from the 30,000 gallons that daily help 
to wash out and wash away the specific germs that bud and 
blossom in Sherborn Prison, adds to the beauty of the shores, 
and helps to fertilize the valley below. 


And yet a question of far greater magnitude and impor- 
tance for us to consider at this time is the purity of our 
water supply. A favorable breeze from any direction may 
supplant every possible noxious gas or vapor floating over or 
around us; but what shall remove the impurities gathered 
from six miles of street washing and dumped without pro- 
test or hindrance within a few rods of our pumping Station. 
With the view to overcome and remove as far as possible 
this danger to our drinking water, a committee was ap- 
pointed one year ago to act in conjunction with the water 
board to look after the matter and report the proper remedy 
for the evil, or inaugurate some movement for its abatement. 
The continuous rains of the summer and fall rendered futile 
any attempt to clean out the south arm of Pegan Brook, or 
establish a settling basin as contemplated by the committee. 

That we cannot too rigidly guard all the sources that go 
tomake up our water supply or that “eternal vigilance” in that 
direction can never be misapplied, is too apparent in this 
age of scientific discovery. 

Chemical examination of Dug Pond water by the State 
Board for the months of October, November, December, 
January, and February while it shows certain impurities, as 
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indeed any water will, whether itis flowing streams or still 
water of lakes, also shows it quite as free from those ele- 
ments that constitute dangerous drinking water as the aver- 
age water supply of the State. 

Whatever comparison may be instituted, the fact remains 
that the visible feeder of Dug Pond is, and will conttnue to 
be a constant menace to the people of Natick, until some 
radical change is made at its terminal.

AUDITOR'S REPORT. 


The accounts, statements and bills of the several departments 
have been audited, compared and checked with Treasurer’s books 
in the same manner as the past two years, all agreeing with their 
respective reports. 

Some of the departments should have a different method of 
book-keeping; bills and receipts should be properly numbered 
and filed. 

It may be well to suggest that a town book-keeper, at a mod- 
erate salary, couid be employed to keep the books of all the de- 
partments and attend to correspondence, said accountant to be 
under the supervision of the Selectmen. 

The financial interests of the Town could be more systemati- 
cally attended to, and correspondence properly answered. The 
books of a town should receive the same attention as those of a 
corporation or private firm. 

The Auditor, at the small remuneration received, cannot attend 
to the duties in a manner that would be creditable to himself ; 
a book-keeper should be employed and have the Auditor audit 
his accounts monthly, taking a trial balance from the books at 
the end of each year. 

I am sure the salary paid an accountant could be easily saved 
by having the accounts of the Town kept in a more business-like 
manner.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Water Commissioners of Natick : 


GENTLEMEN :—According to the town by-laws governing the 
duties of town officers, I herewith present the sixteenth report of 
the Natick Water Works for the year ending March 1, 1890. 

No changes of any account have been made during the past. 
year, excepting the extension of pipe, which is about the same as 
heretofore. The applications for service pipe have only been 
about half the usual number. Nearly the same quantity of water 
has been pumped, although we have only purchased about one- 
half of the usual supply of coal, owning to changes made by the 
engineer, whereby a larger duty has been done with a less amount 
of coal. 


MAIN PIPES AND HYDRANTS. 


Under the vote of the town I have laid 38000 feet of main, 
2, 4 and 6 in. pipe, at a cost of $1,929.31, which will as a whole 
pay four per cent. This has been laid on the streets found in the 
following table of pipe. The leaks on main pipes were very few 
last year; thirteen were caused by defective fjoints, two by de-: 
fective lining in pipe, one broken cast iron branch, and four on 
service connections to lead pipe, making only twenty during the 
year. ‘The hydrants are in good order, except a few of the older 
ones, which are very hard to close tightly, and will have to be 
replaced with new ones, as there are none of the kind in market. 
now. 

The reservoir has had nothing of any importance done yet, and 
it will soon he impossible to put in more than 12 feet of water, as.

the bank is worn away by the movement of the water and you 
will be obliged to repair and strengthen it, so that it can be 
nearly filled, in order that the pressure may be kept up, on 
account of the residences being built on ground nearly as high as 
the water is, or can be kept in the reservoir. The estimate of the 
cost of repairing and strengthening, so that sixteen feet of water 
may be kept in it, would be {$6,000. Cost what it will, you will 
be obliged to do so soon, as the engineer cannot tell at just what 
height the water is, and is liable to run it too high. 
SERVICE PIPE. 

There have been only forty-four applications for service this 
year, making 1393 in all. The town has been thoroughly can- 
vassed and with good results, as there was a gain on fixtures, 
which had never been reported by the plumber, in defiance of the 
rule, which orders notice to be given within twenty-four hours of the 
work being done. To avoid such complications, Section 5 of 
Rules and Regulations of Natick Water Works, should be en- 
forced to the full extent of the rule. One of the services laid 
this year was a four-inch pipe to reach the residence of Mr. H. 
S. Hunnewell, on East Central street, which was 1800 feet from 
the street, and for which he paid. This is the service which will 
oblige us to keep the water to the highest point that the. reservoir 
will hold. 

Mr. H. F. Gibbs’ report for the pumping station shows all 
the machinery in good order, and ready for use any time. ‘The 
boilers have been inspected four times during the past year, by 
the Hartford Boiler Inspecting Co., who insure them for 
$10,000 against explosion. They report them in good order. In 
the year 1888, both pumps were run on equal time to find out 
which was the most economical for amount of water pumped. 
The Blake pump having done the best, it was decided to use it 
this last year to do all the work, which has saved a large amount 
of coal and done a larger duty by six million foot pounds for 
total coal used. ‘This gain is not all due to the pump, but to Mr. 
H. F. Gibbs, who has made some changes which 2re acknowl- 
edged, by those who know, to be a great improvement.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


‘To the Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


GENTLEMEN: —In compliance with the Town by-laws, we here- 
with submit the annual report of the Fire Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1890. 

1. We will give an account of the year’s work by the depart- 
ment. 

2. The condition of the apparatus and the changes that are 
needed for thorough efficiency. 

3. The recommendations of the engineers. 

The number of alarms the past year have been less than dur- 
ing the previous one, and the losses were light considering the 
amount of insurance which in some cases was more than the 
property was valued at. 

The number of alarms from January 1, 1889 to January 1, 1890 
‘were 21, with a loss as estimated at time of fire, $23,632.28 with 
$75,107.00 insurance on which there was paid $27,420.60 by 
the insurance company, leaving a balance in favor of the Depart- 
ment of $47,676.40. Loss where there was no insurance 77.00. 
‘The three companies in the Central Station have fully earned the 
amount paid them. In saying this, we do not mean it to be in- 
ferred that the others receive more than it is worth to belong to a 
fire company of the present day, but we do say, that those who 
are called upon to do the most of work should be paid accordingly. 
We do not expect that the town can afford to pay as much as 
some cities thut have no more duty to perform than we have, but 
asa general thing, if you give a call force of firemen what is 
really needed, they are the last to complain of their pay and ac- 
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cept all the abuse they get, when there ure no fires to render 
their services necessary for the safety of the public. 
CONDITION OF APPARATUS. 

No. 1, or Eagle Steamer as it is called is not in a condition that 
will warrant it to do any more duty until it has a new boiler and 
in fact a thorough overhauling ; it is not really safe to use without 
considerable care and cannot be depended upon. 

No. 1 Hose Carriage was in a weak condition continually get- 
ting out of order, and it was decided to use all we could of it and 
change it intoa hose wagon. Finding we had about money enough 
left, we decided to have it built over in October, but soon after 
we were called upon to repair Steamer No. 1, (so that it would 
hold water) at a cost of some eighty odd dollars, but for this last 
outlay, we should have come out nearly square. We have not 
overdrawn, but the bills owing by the Department will amonnt to 
about one hundred dollars, which sum, the law allows us to draw 
over our appropriation, but we concluded not to do so, and have 
not paid them. 

Truck No. 1 is in about the same condition as last year, allow- 
ing for the wear of the year. ‘This truck is very light for the load 
it is obliged to carry and will have to be strengthened soon. 

No. 2 Steamer is in as good condition as last year and appar- 
ently will need nu repairs at present. 

No. 2 Carriage has been repaired to some extent, but it isa 
very frail concern; both steamer and carriage have been painted 
during the last year. 

Hose No. 3 has been converted into a horse carriage and the 
company reduced to nine men, (three less than before), the dif- 
ference in the pay roll will be ninety dollars less per year, which 
would pay two thirds of the cost of keeping one horse. 

Hose No. 4 carriage is as good condition as usual, there being 
not much service required of it, which must be gratifying to the 
members as they are required to perform the service of a horse, 
as well as fire duty, which in these days of progress, is getting 
beyond the duty of call firemen. 

The ‘‘Fire Alarm” has been of great service to us this season 
and no doubt has been the means of saving a good deal of prop- 
erty ; it has always worked correctly and if extended should be of 
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the same quality of machinery and work, as the best is not too 
good, where so much depends on it.

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The buildings containing the aparatus are all in good condi- 
tion and will not need any more than the common every day re- 
pairs such as painting etc. 

The sanitary condition of Central Station is getting almost in- 
tolerable for sleeping and occupying constantly, as itis nearly sur- 
rounded by cess pools, two being within two feet of the line and 
often flowing over, causing the scent to permeate all through the 
house. 

At the Centre house, hose carriage No. 3 should be replaced by 
a hose wagon, with chemical attached, with two tanks of a ca- 
pacity of 20 gallons each with which many of our fires could be 
extinguished without making a water damage. 

No. 1 Steamer should be exchanged for one of the latest im- 
proved, of a largercapaciy and less weight, such as are made at 
the present day. ‘llere are no engines of this style manufac- 
tured now and manufacturers will not undertake to repair one 
(in many respects out of date) and guarantee it to be of much 
use. As to the cost of a new steamer, before this one could be 
repaired, it would cost about one half of the price of a new one, 
with all the modern improvements and we would still have an old 
engine, liable to give out at any time. 

Another change which should be made is one that has been 
recommended for the last three years, but for some unknown 
reason has always been voted down, the building of a new lock-. 
up on the east side of the engine house, so that the present one 
may be converted into a stable for the better accommodation of 
the horses. There is plenty of land on the southeast corner of 
the house and it would cost less to build it there than in any other 
place. Three more horses should be purchased and the Fire and 
Road Department would be thoroughly equipped as far as horses 
are concerned. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE YEAR 1890. 


Exchange of No. 1 Eagle Steamer. 

Exchange or disposal of Hose Carriage No. 3 for a hose wagoao 
and chemical connection. ‘Three more horses, one pair for the 
truck, and one for Hose 2. 

Extension of not less than six fire alarm boxes on the wires 
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now in use and one steam gong on the new Electric Light Station 
in order that members will not have to be excused for non atten- 
dance on the plea of not hearing the alarm. 

The fire alarm should be extended to West Natick, and 
Little South, with one box in each place. 

We would. also recommend tiat the members of the Central 
Station be paid $40 each per annum, and the firemen fifty dollars 
providing they attend every fire that may occur during the year 
sulject to the engineer’s decision with regard to non attendance. 

It will take four thousand dollars to pay the running expenses 
for next year, (without any additional pay for the members of 
Central Station.) ‘There are thirty-three members attached to 
this station and whatever it is decided to add to their pay must 
be added to the appropriation of four thousand dollars.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee present the following report for the year 
ending March 1, 1890: 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The school house at Southville has been re-shingled, a repair 
much needed, and the building is now in good condition. The 
desks, however, are old and poor and should be replaced with 
new ones at an early day. 

At the West Part a new floor has been laid and the room sup- 
plied with new single desks. This has greatly improved the 
appearance ard comfort of the room and it is now pleasant and 
cheerful, an attractive and suitable place for children to gather in 
and study. There now remains but one school room in the town 
where the old double desks are in use; and it is hoped that those 
will disappear during the coming year. It is a very material 
advantage for every pupil to have his own territory to himself, 
free from interference by others. Such an arrangement is also 
very conducive to discipline and good order, by removing from 
the pupil a source of constant temptation to play and communi- 
cate. The spirit of fun is so overmastering in almost every 
normally constituted and healthy boy, that when the ‘opportunity 
to indulge it arises he finds it almost impossible to resist. The 
dread of frowns, or even consequences more serious, are not able 
to restrain him. Laugh he must and laugh he will, for the laugh 
is in him and must come out. Sometimes a wink, a shrug, or a 
sly grimace, or some such prank putin at just the right time, 
will send a titter through the school room to the great mystifica- 
tion and annoyance of the the teacher, but for which the pupils 
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are hardly more to be blamed than is a charged battery for giving 
off a spark, Teachers who are wise, who understand a little of 
human nature—especially the boyish phase of it—and who have 
not lost all sympathy with children and forgotten their own school 
days, will take the frequent means that are constantly arising to 
let this mirthful disposition spend itself in some open and _legiti- 
mate way. This, however, requires that the teacher have a firm 
and undoubted control of the school. To one whose rule was 
precarious such a course would be in danger of speedily resulting 
in chaos. In all such cases, in fact in all cases, single’ desks are 
of great assistance to teachers in maintaining proper discipline. 
They do away with the need of endless reproving. 

It is a little less than a crime to put a sportive, merry-hearted 
fun-loving boy in a situation where his native bias is continually 
provoked to assert itself and be carried beyond the limits of good 
order, and then to reprimand or panish him for doing what it is 
next to impossible for him not to do. The slight degree of isola- 
tion afforded by single desks goes far to assist the teacher in 
keeping these lively lads within due limits and with the exercise 
also of far less severity. The pupil, too, is far more likely to 
give his attention to his lessons, thus leaving the teacher more 
free to devote her care and strength to the work of instruction. 
No small part of the nervous strain on a teacher arises from the 
necessity of at once keeping watch of the order of her room and 
teaching her classes. Whatever diminishes this strain inures 
directly to the benefit of her school. The gain in these directions 
amply compensates for the cost of the change. 

When the Pond street building was built, only a small part of 
the cellar was excavated, not room enough indeed being afforded 
to store sufficient fuel for the cold season. The windows also 
were so situated, and so small, that the cellar could not be effect- 
ually aired. The result was a cellar, inconvenient, dark and to 
some extent damp; and the dampness though never very serious 
was sometimes noticeable in the lower rooms. This condition of 
things was partially remedied three yearsago; but during the 
last summer vacation it was decided to finish the work and put. 
the cellar in proper condition. Accordingly the gravel was taken 
outand used to grade up the school-ground, additional cellar 
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windows were put in, and now there isa light, open cellar with 
ample room and facilities for a free circulation of air and no diffi- 
culty in keeping it dry and healthy. 

The same condition of things exists and in a greater degree at. 
Felchville. There too, a part of the cellar has never been fully 
excavated and the lower south room situated over that part of the 
cellar is always more or less damp except in the dryest weather. 
Te same remedy is needed there and we hope it may be applied. 
during the coming year. A fence has been built between the land 
of E. T. Turner and the school lot on Harvard street. This fence 
by the terms of the deed of the lot, the town is required to build 
and maintain. A fence is much needed also on the south side of 
the same lot to check the hilarious incursions of the enterprising 
youth attending that school, upon the peaceful domain of the ad- 
jacent inhabitant. A brief experience of the situation called forth 
a strong request from those living in the near vicinity of the 
building for such protection. While feeling that the fence should, 
be built we did not see our way clear to build it at that time. Ity 
should however be attended to early in the coming year. An-- 
other improvement greatly needed is the erection of high and. 
strong fences to inclose the outhouses attached to those shool- 
houses which are not already thus provided, to protect them from 
the intrusion of parties not belonging to the schools. Much an-- 
noyance at times has arisen from this source. Especially are such 
fences needed at Oak Grove and Cochituate street. It will be ob- 
served that in the foregoing passage allusion is made to some 
things needing to be done as well as to those already done; but 
the two are so closely related it appeared more convenient to men-- 
tion them together. In addition to the matter above mentioned, 
an almost endless number of small items of repair have been made 
which though too small to be mentioned separately, together ag-- 
gregate a considerable sum. Many of these including both labor 
and material are included in the miscellaneous account. 


NEED OF ADDITIONAL SCHOOL ROOM. 


The time is close at hand when more room will be necessary 
to accommodate the constantly increasing number of pupils in. 
our schools. Many of the rooms now contain too many pupils to- 
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secure the best results; but wholly aside from the question of 
crowding, it will not long be possible to accommodate the pupils 
at all with the present facilities. This need of room is more 
urgent in the centre of the town than elsewhere. Only for the 
fact that it will be necessary to ask the town for considerable 
appropriations to meet the requirements of the legislation of 
1888, relating to the ventilation of school-houses, and to secure 
greater safety from fire, we should have deemed it expedient to 
move in this matter at the present time. But it cannot in any 
event be long postponed. 

The number of pupils entering the master’s room in the 
‘Centre, at the opening of the fall term, was so large that it was 
found impossible to seat them all there, and it became necessary 
to appropriate one of the adjoining rooms for the use of a section 
of the class. It was also necessary to employ an additional 
assistant for the master, as the work was more than two could 
do. As, however, the number has from various causes fallen off 
somewhat, this extra assistant will be dispensed with during the 
ensuing summer term, but will be needed again in the autumn. 


NUMBER OF PUPILS AND ATTENDANCE. 


The whole number of pupils in all the schools during the year, 
as shown by the register enrollment was nineteen hundred and 
fifty. These pupils were connected with thirty-eight schools and 
were taught by forty-six teachers. The number of pupils in the 
different districts was as follows:

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Of this number two hundred and fourteen were above the age 
of fifteen years, of whom one hundred and thirty were in the 
High school. 

The attendance was much interfered with during the winter 
term by the unusual amount of stormy weather and, for the first 
month of that term, by the wide prevalence of the grippe. Here 
as elsewhere the schools suffered greatly from this disease. Na- 
tick, however, suffered less than many other towns some of which 
were obliged during the height of the epidemic to close their 
schools altogether. None of our schools were closed on this 
account except, briefly in a few cases, where teachers were com- 
pelled to remain away by this singular affection. The operation 
of these causes will of course reduce the average of attendance 
somewhat pelow that of recent years. 


GENERAL SCHOOL WORK. 


This is the matter of central importance. How is the work of 
instruction in the schools being done? Are the methods sound? 
Is the execution thorough? Are the results satisfactory? If alk 
our schools were in charge of teachers equal in zeal and skill to 
those in charge of some, to each of the foregoing questions we 
could respond with an assured and unhesitating ‘‘yes;” and as it 
is, speaking in general terms we can give a very favorable reply. 
The character of the work in all the schools, with perhaps one or 
two exceptions, is of a fair, and in several of them, of a very high 
degree of excellence. Considered as a whole, the schools of 
Natick are in a better condition and are doing better work than 
ever before. While the standard of school work is far from being 
all that is desired—indeed it is not easy tu imagine a state of 
things of which the same remark might not be made—still there 
is a steady improvement going on. Our teachers show more evi- 
dences of thinking in their work. This is the prime essential ; 
there can be no good teachivg without hard thinking. Mere 
scholarship alone, even of the highest order, gives no certain 
assurance of success. Scholarship furnishes the material; teach- 
ing 1s the art of using it. When the celebrated painter, Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, famous for the rich and brilliant coloring of his 
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pictures, was asked what he mixed his colors with, he replied, 
“‘With brains.” This reply is applicable to teachers; if they 
wish or expect to make any reasonable approach towards the 
proper fulfillment of their functions, they must apply their learn- 
ing with brains. 

A certain degree of scholarship is of course indispensable and 
other things being equal, the more the better; but there is needed 
with ita certain indiscribable natural gilt, a certain balance of 
judgement, a kind of level common sense, a sort of intuitional 
ability of adupting means to ends. Those endowed with these 
latter qualities, will quickly outstrip their more learned but less 
naturally gifted rivals, and easily secure results which the latter 
can neither achieve nor understand. ‘There is again in some _per- 
sons a constitutional deficieney of personal power, a certain lack 
of energy of mind, sometimes existing in connection with very 
substantial acquirements and much quickness and vigor of under- 
standing, which renders them incapable of impressing ideas upon 
the minds of their pupils with any degree of force. This defect 
is fatal and incurable. But passing by these somewhat abnormal 
cases, and assuming an average degree of ability the beginning of 
hope for good work from teachers, is when they begin to realize 
that they are engaged in the prosecution of a most difficult art, an 
art that affords full scope for all the powers of the best equipped, 
the most fertile, ingenious and intelligent minds. From those 
teachers who never realize this, who never devote time to study 
the real nature of their calling, and whose idea of teaching is to 
made the pupils keep still and ‘‘say their lesson,” little can be 
hoped. ‘Their pupils carry away but a meagre knowledge of the 
‘subjects on which they have spent their time, and that little is 
vague, uncertain, and due mainly to to the redeeming grace of 
their unaided native vigor of mind. Pupils of such teachers are 
fortunate if they escape without contracting pernicious menta] 
habits that will be an obstacle to their future progress and a 
plague and vexation to all their after lives. From teachers who 
are content to drift along in this condition of indolent indifference, 
little good can be expected; and from those in whose estimation 
the teacher’s mission never rises above the level of a job, none at 
all. g But the teacher who has awakened to this reality is con- 
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fronted with serious and perplexing problems, a complete solution 
of which few, if any, ever more than approximately reach. How 
to awaken interest and hold attention; in what order shall sub- 
jects be presented; how far appeal to the reason and how far 
depend solely on the memory; what is the most logicai 
order of presenting certain lessons so as_ best to secure 
the advantages of the law of association through the relation of 
cause and effect or other relations; these and numberless 
similar questions require much hard and patient thought. 
Another class of questions are raised by considering the 
differences among pupils; for children are not to be dealt 
with after the manner of wood or iron, silver or marble, 
materials whose qualities once ascertained can be relied 
upon and dealt with as_ being practically unvarying. 
On the contrary each new class is liable to contain one or more 
specimens who form each one a kind of his own. One pupil is of 
feeble memory and seems to forget as fast as he learns—on the 
whole rather faster—with him repetition and frequent review is 
needed ; another is slow in his mental processes; with him time 
and patience are necessary; another is sprightly and sees so 
quickly that he never more than half sees, he must be steadied 
and trained to be careful and deliberate ; another is timid, sensi- 
tive or nerveus; he must be encouraged, discreetly praised, his 
failures passed lightly over and corrected at a time and in a man- 
ner that will save him from mortification; another is easily dis- 
couraged and apt to become sulky; with him all the teacher’s 
skill will be required. ‘The prudent teacher will seek to avoid the 
crisis, but if it comes the wise teacher whatever is dore will not 
resort to punishment, or sarcasm. Such a disposition, usually 
the fault of inheritance, is misfortune enough to the pupil without 
his being made to suffer for it. Such a pupil demands sympathy 
and is best let alone till the fitpasses off. Some pupils are con- 
ceited to an inordinate degree, often the consequence of injudic- 
ious flattery at home. For this most obstructive and disagreeable 
trait a little occasional humiliation is a wholesome and salutary 
antidote. All these are problems in the science of human nature 
which the skillful teacher must study and solve as far as possible. 

A rock on which many teachers go to wreck is the habit of 
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teaching books instead of subjects. When a teacher has 
reached the point of feeling, and of making pupils feel that a 
subject is to be studied and that a book is only a more or less 
useful aid to the prosecution of such study, the first step has been 
taken towards true teaching; but this step many teachers, so- 
called, never learn to take. They deal with words and not 
things. A teacher of this kind, if energetic and persistent, may 
obtain brilliant and showy results of the parrot kind, which often 
delude and captivate the uninitiated. A question or two on the 
meaning of words used in the recitation, or on some topic 
outside the lesson but related to it, and requiring a little inde- 
pendent thinking by the pupils,is usually enough to unmask the true 
nature of such a performance and show its superficial and worthless 
character. ‘This verbalism, this habit of teaching words without 
going behind them to the ideas and things they signify is one of 
the worst, if not the very worst fault a teacher can be guilty of. 
It is, unfortunately, one of the most frequent occurrence and one 
of the hardest to be rid of. So dominating is this habit that 
teachers having had their attention called to it and supposing 
they have dropped it, go on in the same way without being 
conscious of what they are doing. ‘This habit is greatly promoted 
by the plan of giving out lessons to be learned from the book 
before they have been discussed in the class. |The pupils do not 
understand the lessons and do the only thing they can—learn 
the words. ‘This custom formerly universal, is now mostly, and 
should be totally, discarded. <A lesson involving a new principle 
should be taken up in the class, the teacher aiming not to state 
the principle, but by questions and suggestion to lead the pupils 
to discover it for themselves. The book lessons should be mainly 
for practice and review. The teacher who proceeds in this way will 
not find pupils lacking in interest; and the pupils will not find 
the lessons tedious. True education is a growth; and the great 
secret of it is not to give the pupil the fact or truth; but to show 
him how to get it; not to pick the apple and hand it to him; but 
to teach him to climb the tree and pick the apple for himself. 
But this demands that the teacher should always be a_ student. 
We mentioned in our last report that the work done in arithmetic 
did not seem adequate to the time given to that subject. Effort 
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has been made to secure better results and the work is improving ; 
but there is plenty of room to move in that. direction, and it is 
our purpose to keep moving. 

To fully discuss the subject of general school work in the town 
in ull its phases would demand many more pages than are 
contained in this report. The foregoing remarks will serve to 
indicate a few of the matters that engage our attention. It may 
seem to some that those remarks are chiefly given to a discussion 
of teachers ; but it must be remembered that ‘‘the teacher is the 
school.” When the happy time shall come that all our schools 
are in charge of right teachers they may be dismissed from the 
mind and all anxiety laid aside. When that time comes, the 
report of the Committee can be reduced to the brief statement, 
‘Schools all right.” 


DRAWING. 


In this branch, drawing, there is great need of anentirely new 
departure, a total revolution. The teaching of drawing in the 
public schools is required by law ; and in the attempt to obey this 
law the teacher and pupils of this Commonwealth have, term after 
term, and year after year, now for many years, been going 
through a performance which, since there is no law forbidding the 
improper application of words, goes under the name of drawing. 
To say that this exercise as now pursued is wholly without value 
would be perhaps a too sweeping statement; but it would be so 
near the truth that the discrepancy would not be worth noticing. 
The waste of labor, time and money in carrying on this farce, has 
gone on long enough. It is high time to apply to this subject the 
method of true economy and common sense, and so long as_ the 
town is compelled to spend a considerable sum for nothing or at 
best a trifle,to spend a little more and thereby assure a most valuable 
return. That drawing when properly taught, is a most useful and 
practical accomplishment as well as an important educational fac- 
tor is a proposition that needs no proof; and that it can be suc- 
cessfuly taught in our schools the same as any other branch, the 
experience of those towns who tiring of the farce, have adopted 
the plan we propose and found it to work to their entire satisfac- 
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tion conclusively shows. . The plan is to employ a special teacher 
of drawing who is competent to give the teachers instruction in 
the principles of the art and lay out a progessive series of les- 
sons to be taught in the schools ; and then to follow up these les- 
sons by inspecting the work of tbe pupils to see that it is correctly 
done. ‘This is no new idea with us. Allusion was made to the 
subject in our last report; but the large expense of employing an 
expert to take charge of the matter was a serious obstacle in the 
way. That obstacle is now happily removed. There is a young 
lady in town, the daughter of one of our leading citizens, who 
has taken a thorough course of instruction at the State Normal 
Art School in Boston, to fit herself for this special work. That 
she is entirely competent to take charge of this department, and 
that she has the intelligence energy and executive ability to make 
it a success, we are entirely confident. Her services can be ob- 
tained at the same salary as our ordinary teachers so that the ad- 
ditional expense will not be large. The time, the need and the 
person seem to meet; and it is our unanimous and earnest recom- 
mendation, that the opportunity be improved and that she be 
employed in this capacity to the end that this subject may be 
dealt with in a more sensible and profitable manner. 


TEMPERANCE INSTRUCTION IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Temperance instruction in connection with the study of physi- 
ology and hygiene has been introduced into all grades of the 
primary and grammar schools. 

It was not thought deswable to put text books into the hands 
of the children of the primary and lower grades of the grammar. 
But oral instruction is given in three grades; and all pupils will 
be examined in these branches as in every other. 

The text books introduced are the Pathfinders, Nos. 1 and 2, 
for the use of the teachers in the primary and lower grammar 
grades, and the Hutchinson’s series for the upper grammar grades. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


Two evening schools were maintained during the fall and a part 
of the winter, one in the High school building and the other at 
South Natick. The result of the schools was not what our expe- 
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wience of the previous year had led us to anticipate. Both schools 
opened with a large number of students and the work was entered 
upon with much apparent enthusiasm. [n some cases this was 
genuine and continued till the schools closed; but in the majority 
it soon subsided, and the attendance began to grow irregular and 
then fall off, till only about one-third or less of those entering re- 
mained. ‘These kept up their efforts and ali made good progress 
jin their studies, and some made quite remarkable advance in 
Knowledge of the subjects they pursued. The outside counter 
attractions prove too strong for many who have long been in the 
habit of spending their evenings in recreation, to resist. All are 
desirous to learn, but they find the necessary self restraint and 
regular exertion too irksome for their zcal. This operates to the 
oreat disadvantages of the school. _ It increases the expense with 
no compensating good. Some means should be adopted to avoid 
this in the future if the evening schools are continued as we think 
they should be. In some places a small deposit is required from 
each pupil, to be returned at the close of the school if attendance 
and conduct have been in accordance with suitable regulations, 
but to be forfeited to the use of the school if the pupil leaves 
without good and sufficient reason. This has been found to have 
a good effect in keeping out those who are not in earnest, and 
tending to keep those who enter regular in attendanee and steady 
in their work.

In comparing the attendance of the two BebOAE it should be 
observed that the school at South Natick did not continue after 
the holidays. The average at South Natick, therefore, should be 
compared with the tirst nine weeks of the school at the Centre. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The patrons of this school have good reason to be well satis- 
fied with its present condition under the able and energetic ad- 
ministration of its master, Mr. Ira W. Holt, and his efficient corps 
of assistants. The work in the different departments is being 
prosecuted with breadth, thoroughness and vigor on the part 
of the teachers, and the pupils respond to their efforts with inter- 
est and industry and zeal. The laggards are few. Of course 
there must be some; but a fine and emulous enthusiasm and a 
spirit eager for the conquest of truth is the general rule. The 
order and discipline of the school is beyond praise. In this direc- 
tion the master displays a positive genius; and the charm of it 
is, that while everything is so exact yet all goes on smoothly 
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and the pupils seem at ease and not to feel any burden of re- 
straint. 

It is a most interesting and impressive sight to see so large a 
number of the very flower of the youth of our town daily engaged 
in the pursuit of useful knowledge, and slowly and surely laying 
the foundation of valuable mental habits that will tend to make 
them love realities and hate shams, and lead them in private or in 
public life to follow honorable courses and pright conduct. There 
some are clarifying their ideas and bracing their faculties by 
mastering and applying the rigorous logic of geometry; some, 
learning to grasp and use the comprchensive language of algebra, 
and to feel the fascination of its subtle power and methods of analy- 
sis ; some broadening their minds by contemplating the unvarying 
and harmonious operation of the forces of nature, and the univer- 
sal and beautiful laws in accordance with which they act; some 
in the study of English history tracing the genesis and gradual 
evolution of our free institutions ; some, steadily developing their 
judgement and power of expression by studying the stately lan- 
guage, and kindling with admiration, at the political sagacity, the 
unwavering fortitude, and the heroic deeds of mighty Rome; 
while all, in the study of literature, are brought under the potent 
influence of the grand style, the lofty thoughts, the deep wisdom, 
the high ideals of honor and virtue and moral excellence, of the 
great masters of our noble English tongue. This is the work, 
this is the training, to fit our young men and women to meet the 
requirements of ordinary affairs of business and social life, and 
to worthily discharge their high and important duties as active 
and self-reliant citizens of a great and free Commonwealth. This 
work our High School is doing; this training it is giving. See- 
ing is believing; and if any one shall think the above language a 
little too rose colored, to him, or to such, we say as Philip said to 
Nathaniel, ‘‘Come and see.” 

With the exception of a single year, the course of study has 
extended over a period of three years. A few years ago an at- 
tempt was made to change it to four years; but after a trial of 
one year it was found not to be practicable under the circum- 
stances then existing to contine. There is a feeling, however, 
that there should be a four years’ course, so that pupils desiring 
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to enter College, or the School of Technology, can complete their 
preparaion here. We therefore propose to establish a four years’ 

course on a plan somewhat different from that formerly adopted. 
By that planevery pupil was required to remain in the school for the: 
full term of four years, in order to receive a diploma; but there is. 
always a large number of pupils in the school whose parents do 
not deem it advisable or expedient for them to remain in school so- 
long, who still wish their children to have the benefit of the 
school, and also very naturally desire that they should receive 
some testimonial of their attendance and what they have accom- 
plished. ‘To meet this reasonable desire we have thought it ad- 
visable to establish two courses, one termed a general course, the 
other a classical course, each of four years. Pupils who complete 
the first two years of the general course will be entitled to a 
diploma based on the work they have done; and those continuing 
through the four years of this course, will receive the same diploma 
as those completing the classical course. The latter is designed 
to meet the needs of the comparatively small number who wish to: 
fit for College. The reason for making the general course four 
years is that there are many pupils who would be glad to continue 
that length of time in the school, pursuing either English studies, 
literature, the sciences, and perhaps French or German, but who 
do not wish to take Latin or Greek. Any pupil, also, who has 
completed the two years’ course and received a diploma, and 
wishes to pursue the studies of that course longer with his class, 
could of course do so. It seems to us that this plan will meet the 
wants of all parties. An outline and course of studies for each 
course, prepared by Mr. Holt, the Master, is given at the end of 
this report. It will be observed that the first two years of the 
general course is confined to purely English branches. These 
courses of study are tentative, and if after trial, modifications are 
found necessary, they can be made. ‘The numbers seeking 
admission to this school each year are large, which speaks well 
for the cause of education in our town. ‘The class entering last. 
fall numbered fifty-there and the indications are promising for an 
equally large class the coming year. The last class compares. 
well with previous classes in character and preparation, and _ is. 
making a good record in the school, winning the commendation 
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and approval of all the teachers. Unless a fair proportion of the 
pupils in the future shall elect the two years’ course and by so 
doing keep down the size of the school, the present accomodations 
will soon become too limited for the number of pupils.

THE WILSON PRIZE. 


Our highly esteemed and public spirited fellow citizen, John O. 
Wilson, has given a very practical proof of his deep interest in 
the cause of education, by offering four prizes to be competed for 
annually, by members of the two upper classes in the High school. 
These prizes are to be awarded for excellence in reading and dec- 
lamation and are given with the design to encourage the more 
careful and thorough cultivation of these useful and pleasing arts. 
Hardly any accomplishment is so rare as good reading; and no 
branch taught in the public schools here and elsewhere, is in 
greater need of improvement. The inducement offered by these 
prizes, can hardly fail in calling greater attention to this branch 
and to cause more pains to be taken with it. Its effect has al- 
ready been marked in arousing interest in the High school pupils ; 
and as it is understood that Mr. Wilson intends to make this a 
permanent thing, the pupils in the lower schools will . naturally 
look forward to competing for these prizes and be thereby stimu- 
lated to greater exertions to excel in these exercises. 

The number of contestants is limited to twelve, six from each 
class. A first and second prize for the best declamation in the 
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senior class, and the same for the best reading in the middle class. 
The prizes are to be competed for in pubiic, and three judges 
chosen on the spot are to award them to the most deserving. The 
first competition for these prizes occurred on Wednesday evening, 
March 27th, 1889, in Concert Hall, in the presence of a large and 
interested audience.

This splendid thesaurus of erndition and scholarship, is a fit 
companion for a student, a constant incitement to improvement 
in the accurate knowledge and correct use of our language. The 
second prizes were handsomely bound copies of Bryant’s Library 
of Poetry and Song. This, though in adifferent way, is a not less 
fitting trophy of a literary contest. This superb collection of the 
choicest gems of the poetry of England, Ireland, Scotland and 
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our own country, all selected by the discerning mind and sound 
critical judgement of our great poet, and bearing the approval of 
his sure and cultivated taste, with its endless variety ranging from 
“‘grave to gay, from lively to severe’’ furnishes to the reader an 
unfailing source of high enjoyment and refined delight. Who of 
our wealthy citizens will imitate this excellent example and there- 
by win for themselves a lasting place in the affections and es- 
teem of the successive bands of ingenious youth who year after 
year are marching through our schools? 


SCHOOL-HOUSE FLAGS. . 


Love of country is one of the virtues which the law requires 
Shall be inculecated in the minds of the pupils in our public 
schools. During the past year a general patriotie movement, has 
resulted in placing our national flag upon many of the school- 
houses throughout our land. The pupils of the Natick schools 
have entered with enthusiasm into the movement, and with the 
assistance of a few of our public-spirited citizens have placed, 
or are about to place, a flag upon every school-house in our 
town. These flags will present a constant object lesson in 
patriotism, teaching our youth to love and cherish the emblem 
of our country’s glory and power. 

In our last report we reckoned the number of schools in town 
at 39. This number was obtained by calling the overflow class 
in the Felchville Primary a separate and independent school. 
As, however, this class is taught by an assistant, under the 
direction and supervision of Miss Boutwell, the regular primary 
teacher, it seems more accurate to consider the two rooms as 
constituting a single school. This makes the number 38; taugat 
as before stated by 46 teachers and assistants.

The classical course covers a period of four years, and fur-- 
nishes preparation for admission to college. 

The General Course covers a period of four years, and includes. 
the usual literary and scientific studies of a high school. 
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The Latin Scientific Course is the same as the classical course, 
except that the three years of Greek in the classical course are: 
replaced by science of the general course. 

The Two Year’s Course comprises the first two years of the 
general course.

First Year.—Arithmetic, algebra, bookkeeping, English his- 
tory, English language and composition, rhetoric, mythology, 
reading and study of authors. 

Second Year.—Geometry, physics, physical geography, chem-- 
istry, English language and composition, reading and study of 
authors. ;

French, English language, study of authors, 

Fourth Year.—Algebra, general history, mental philosophy, 
political economy, botany, French, English language, study of 
authors. 

CLASSICAL COURSE. 


First Year.—Arithmetic, algebra, Latin, English language and. 
composition, rhetoric, mythology, reading and study of authors. 

Electives—-Bookkeeping and English history. 

Second, Year.—Geometry, physics, Latin, Greek (or physical 
geography and chemistry.) 

Elective—English of general course. 


Third Year.—Latin, Greek (or geology and astronomy), an- 
cient history and geography, physics, geometry, English language, 
study of authors, French. 

Fourth Year.—Latin, Greek (or mental philosophy, political 
economy, botany), algebra, French, English language, study of 
authors.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT; — 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute : 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with the rules of the Board of 
Trustees I submit the following report of the condition and opera- 
tion of the Morse Institute for the year ending Jan. 31, 1890, it 
being the seventeenth annual report. 


I will treat but briefly the general state of the Library. The 
management is much the same as heretofore and well known to 
all. There have been but few changes and these are of minor 
importance. A few matters call for special mention but the 
general standing of the library can be best appreciated by refer- 
ence tothe tables hereto appended. ae A 


LIBRARY HOURS. 


The library hours have remained the same since May, 1888. 
The arrangement provided by the change then made has con- 
tinued to give general satisfaction, and in accordance therewith 
the library is open every week day from 10 to 12 a. m., and from 
2 to 5p. m., and Monday, Wednesday and Saturday evenings 
from 7 to 9 o’clock. ; 

The lower reading room being so little used during the hours 
from 1 to 2p. m,, it was thought well to open that room at 2 p. 
‘m., instead of, as formerly, at 1 p.m. The hours now are from 
8 to 12 a. m., and from 2 to 5 and 6.30 to 9 p. m. 
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BOOK-CASES 


The last accession to the circulating department wus sufficient 
to fill all the shelves reserved for History and Biography and all 
but few of the Travel, Juvenile and Fiction shelves. 


The books of another similar purchase cannot be put in circula- 
tion until more room is provided. The shelves are full and there 
is no room for new cases according to the present arrangement. 


The constant increase inthe number of volumes has given 
warning of this in years past, and the need has been repeatedly 
presented. The present condition is in itself an imperative de- 
mand, and I respectfully urge that the matter be especially con- 
sidered. 


REFERENCE AND READING ROOMS. 


There has been marked increase in the use of the reference 
room and upper reading room. ‘This is due in great measure to a 
growing tendency on the part of the pupils of the High and Gram- 
mar schools to visit these rooms in the daily preparation of 
school work. This has been observed with much pleasure and is 
evidence which cannot fail to be gratifying to the community, if 
a right kind of growth. 

Since the youth of ourtown thus show their appreciation of the 
opportunity, any accessions either by donation or purchase in this 
department would seem most fitly and profitably bestowed. 


The judicious management of the Trustees has been a constant 
help, while their sympathy and kindly consideration call for the 
deepest gratitude. 

Miss Partridge, the assistant has continued to fillher position 
with acceptance. 

Mr. Nash the janitor and supervisor of the lower reading room 
has filled his officein his usual sattsfactory manner. Whenever 
his help has been reqnired it has been earnestly and cheerfully 
given. 
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To all who have aided me by their cordial co-operation, I ex- 
tend thanks.

WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
‘MIDDLESEX Ss. 

To any Constable of the Town of Natick, in said 
County, 

GREETING: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
‘you are hereby required to notify the qualified voters of said 
Natick, to meet in the Town Hall, Clark’s Block, Natick, on 

MONDAY, MARCH 17, 1890, 
at 7 o'clock a. m., then and there to act on the following 
articles, to wit :— 

ARTICLE I. To choose by ballot a Moderator to preside 
in said meeting. 

ArT. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year, including one Overseer of the Poor for three 
years, two members of the School Committee for three 
‘years, one Water Commissioner for three years, a Board of 
Health to consist of three persons for one year, and to 
answer by ballot the following question: ‘Shall Licenses 


for the sale of Intoxicating Liquors be granted in this 
“Town ?” 
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ArT. 3. Toact onthe reports of the various Town 
Officers as printed, and to hear and act on the reports of all 
Committees created by the town on town affairs, and not 
heretofore discharged, and to choose all necessary Com- 
mitteess for the year ensuing. 


ArT. 4. To see how much money the town will grant 
for paying interest and existing liabilities; for assisting and 
maintaining its poor; for roads, bridges, culverts and 
sidewalks; for schools, school supplies, furniture and 
repairing school houses; for evening schools; for the fire 
department; for police and watchmen; for support of the 
Morse Institute; for collection and abatement of taxes; for 
rent of Town Hall and office room for town officers; for 
paying town officers ; for paying military aid and assisting 
poor soldiers, sailors and their families; for decorating 
soldiers’ graves; for lighting streets; for repairing and 
improving town property; for suppressing the illegal sale of 
intoxicating liquor ; for necessary town uses. 


ArT. 5. To see if the town will authorize its Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, 
temporarily, in anticipation of the taxes for 1890, said money 
to be payable out of the taxes for said year and, if ‘so, how 
much? 

ArT. 6. To see how the town will have its taxes. 
collected for 1890, choose a Collector of Taxes and fix his. 
compensation. 

ArT. 7. Tosee if the town will authorize its Tax 
Collector for 1890 to use all means for collecting the taxes: 
of said year, which are delegated to Town Treasurers when 
appointed to collect the taxes of a town. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will purchase a stone 
crusher, and appropriate money to pay for the same. 

ArT. 9. Tosee if the town will appoint 1 Committee 
on Drainage or otherwise act thereon. 

ArT. 10. To see if the town will instruct the Com- 
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mittee on Drainage to employ a civil engineer in ascertaining 
the most practical method of sewage disposal for the town, 
and report at the Annual Meeting in 1801. 


ArT. 11. To seeif the town will instruct the Com- 
mittee on Drainage or the Selectmen to petition the 
Legislature for an act, authorizing the Town of Natick to 
construct and maintain a system of drainage, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


ArT. 12. To seeif the town will take any action looking 
towards protecting the rights of the Town of Natick in the 
matter of the new system of sewage disposal of the Town 
of Framingham, and with a view to testing the constitution- 
ality of said sewage disposal system of Framingham.

To see if the town will accept Lake Street 
from its junction with Washington Avenue near the Saxon- 
ville Branch R, R. to its junction with La Grange Street, 
a street laid out but not accepted by the town; also La 
Grange Street from Lake Street to Washington Avenue.

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will grant for building PROP Street, so-called, in the West 
Part of the town. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will accept Sherman 
Street, so-called, as laid out and filed by the Selectmen, and 
appropriate money to pay for same with damages. 


ArT. 29. To see if the town will accept a new street 
connecting West Central and Pond Streets, running over 
lands of Palmer and Lokers as laid out and filed by the 
Selectmen, and appropriate money to pay for same with 
clamages.

To see if the town will instruct the proper 
officers to grade Concord street and put it in good condition, 
and appropriate $250 for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
proper officers to establish a grade for any one or more of 
its streets as provided by the Public Statutes, when re- 
quested to do so by a majority of the abuttors living on any 
of said streets in said town of Natick. 


ArT. 67. To see if the town will vote to extend the 
fire alarm system and grant money to pay for the same.
